An attenipt made several weeks ate to 
have the, joint committee of the pres- 
ent Assembly recominend a bill approv- 
ing Chouteau averre and providin, for 
the other steps necessery toward build- 
ing the bridge, war defeated by mem- 
bers of th. House. 

Combine for North Bnd ~ 

The controversy was t*en comprom- 
ised by stripping the bill of all its pro- 
visions save that naming Chouteau av_- 
nue as the site. In that form the bill 
Was reported favorably, and was later 
referred to the Council's Committee on 
Public Impre vements. 

Despite the favorable report, it was 
generally understood at th ‘time that 
there would be a fight on Chouteau ave- 
tue. Ever since there has been a quiet, 
/out effective, campaign to have the 
bridge located north of Washington ave- 
nue. 

The “‘combine’’ in the House of Dele- 
gates is almost solidly in favor of North 
Bt. Louis. Most of the members of the 
combine come from Wards north o 
Chouteau avenue, or from neutral parts 
of the West End. Warner, Gallagher, 
W. J. Brennan, Priesmeyer, Gevers, 
Stannard, Hussey and McShane want 
Cass avenue or North Market street. 
In the Council John J. O’Brien is com.- 
mitted to the same policy. With him, 
it is believed, stand Linde, Hauschulte, 
Thomson, Forman and Norvell, 

No progress can be made either with 
the legislative or physical work on the 
bridge until a site has been decisively 
chosen. The War Department must ap-

John H. Williams asked the Po- 
lice Commissioners to have the police- 
man explain how he happened to find 
Dougherty in the attic of his house 
when the husband compelled his wife, 
Ella, to open to him the locked door of 
her sister’s flat at 3 a. m. July 4, 

Dougherty, who was suspended by or- 
der of Chief Creecy Tuesday night, 
was tried on charges filed by Williams, 
who declares the policeman alienated 
Mrs. Williams’ affections. Dougherty, 
who is married and lives at 6030 Michi- 
gan avenue, and Mrs. Williams, who has 
left her husband since he accused the of- 
ficer, both deny the charges. They ad- 
mit, however, that they were together 
on the night in question at the home 
ot Mrs. Emma Whiteaker, Mrs. Wil- 
liains’ sister, at 2807 Bernarg street. 

Williams filed the charges three weeks 
ago ,and they were immediately and per- 
sonally investigated by Capt. Schroeder 
of the Carondelet Station. A few days 
later he made a rcport to the Chief, in 
which he recommended that the charges 
be pigeonholed. The recommendation 
was followed.

He could not talk intelligently in Eng- 
lish and ran his words into a sort of 
stammering gibberish, which could not 
be understood. His custodians sought 
Deputy Sheriff Nickolas McGuire and 
made preparations to deliver the man to 
him for safekeeping until a medical 
commission could pass on his sanity. 

Before the officer could be found, the 
stranger, exerting almost superhuman 
strength, tore loose from his . guards 
and leaped into an alley. He disap- 
peared, and although chase was given 
and a search continued for some time. 
all efforts to locate him were futile. 

It was thought he would appear short- 
ly in some nearby community and would 
be recaptured, but up to today no trace 
of him has been found and his disap- 
pearance is mystifying. 

May He Show, Freak. 

A theory advanced by some is that 
he escaped from a show which has been 
exhibiting: at country fairs and reun- 
ions, and has been recaptured by his 
owners.

St. Louis members of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ National Union, pending 
a meeting to be held Friday night, did 
not follow the lead. of Chicago operators 
and leave their keys Friday. 

At the headquarters of the company 
and at all branch offices messages were 
teken ‘“‘subject to delay.’’ Customers 
were told that there was no difficulty 
at this end of the line, but that the force 
of operators in Chicago might not be 
sufficient tc receive the messages as 
promptly as usual. 

At the Merchants’ Exchange no out- 


going messages were taken at the West- 


ern Union counter. 

Manager Bohle of the local Western 
Union office explained that the business 
done at the Merchants’ Exchange coun- 
ter is classed as cptional and that it 
was temporarily suspended to facilitate 
the general traffic of the company be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago. 

Union Men Protest. 


Union operators in the main office of 
the Western Union are sending messages 
to nonunion operators in Chicago under 
protest. 

At Friday night’s meeting of the union 
at Vandeventer and Finney avenues, it 
is expected, definite action will be taken. 
Railway Telegraphers, which is not in- 
volved in the present trouble, has a 
membership of about 4,000. In most 
of the large cities about 75 per cent of 
the operators are employed in the 
main offices of the two principal tele- 


graph companies, the other 2% per cent 
being distributed among the exchanges, 
brokers, newspapers and business of- 
fices. 
Nearly 700 Here. 

There are between 600 and 700 com- 
mercial telegraphers in St. Louis, of 
which nearly 600 are employed in the 
main offices of the two companies. 
The others are employed in the branch 
and newspaper offices and business and 
brokerage houses. The operators at 
the Merchants’ Exchange and in some 
of the brokers’ offices are not employed 
by the telegraph company, but by the 
exchange and the brokers to operate 
leased wires. It is probable that these 
institutions would not be affected by a 
strike. When, however, the men are 
in the company's employ, a strike would 
be effective against such private con- 
cerns. Officials of the union say that 
% per cent of the St. Louls operators 
are members of the organization. 

Ofticials of the Commercia) Telegra- 
phers Union and the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph company in 8t. Louis 
do not look tor a strike of the local 
operators. 

There will be a meeting of the local 
union Friday night at Finney and Van- 
deventer avenues to act on the griev- 
ance of two Western Union operators 





William C: Bohannan, of coverless um- 
brella fame, and William Gibbard of 
1023 Dolman street, both employes of the 
Western Union ,walked out Thursday 
night when they learned of the trouble 
in Chicago. Bohannan is not a member 
of the union, but has an application 
pending, and, therefore, his complaint, 
the officials of the organization say, will 
not be considered. As Gibbard applied 
for and got his job back the union of- 
ficials say there will be no reason to 
consider his grievance, 

If any members of the union in good 
standing refuse to handle Chicago busi- 
ness, and are discharged by the com- 
pany, then the local onion officials say 
their grievances will be acted upon. 

Malachi Doyle, chairman of the excu- 
tive board of the union, was consulted 
Thursday night when the trouble arose. 


| He advised the members to continue at 


work and let the union, as a body, act 
upon the grievances. 

At 9 o’clock, two hours after the time, 
the larger portion of the men should be 
in their positions clicking private mes- 
Sages and press specials, only nine of 
the 2000 keys were making dots and 
dashes, and even the automatic ma- 
chines, on which the company had 
banked, were silenced. 


Does Not Look for Strike. 


Assistant Manager McCormick of 
the Postal Company told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday that he was 
satisfied there would be no strike of 
Postal operators. He said the oper- 
ators have no grievance of any char- 
acter against the company, and that 
he did not look for any trouble. 

There are 600 union operators in 
St. Louls, of which 450 are Western 
Union and the others Postal. The 
nonunion operators in St. Louis num- 
ber less than 100, 

All of the wires in the Merchants 
Exchange and brokers’ offices, and 
other commercial houses, are in oper- 
ation Friday. 

The trouble Thursday night started 
over a nonunion woman who is em- 
ployed as an operator in a branch of- 
fice in San Francisco. She sent a mes- 
sage to Los Angeles, and the oper- 
ators there refused to handle it, and 


sent word to Chicago that a. strike 
was on. The Chicago operators then 
refused to aandis Los Angeles busi- 
ness. 


To Work for Present. 


A. L. Ewing, president of the loca! 
telegraphers’ union, said: 

“The union operators will remain at 
work Friday, unless some individual 
members refuse to handle Chicago busi- 
ness and walk out, taking others with 


them. So far as the organization is 
concerned no action will be taken until 
the meeting is held Friday night.

Assessment of Fines Aggregat- 
ing $114,760,000 Also 
Possible. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—With a fine 
OL $29,240,000 hanging over its coffers, the 
Standard Oil Co., either by that name 
or the name of one of the many com- 
panies owned by it, is under indictment 
in five Federal districts and it is pos- 
sible for judges to impose fines amount- 
ing to $114,760,000—which is more than 
the capital stock of the parent corpora- 
tion. And over the head of John D. 
Rockefeller wasmacande the menace of im- 

prisonment. 

John D. Rockefeller, if it can be 
proved that he had anything to do with 
the transactions that form the basis of 
the nine iniictments stil pending at :vhi- 
cago, can be fined and imprisoned. He 
has not had an immunity bath, so far 
as those nine indictments are con- 
cerned. He got immunity so far as 
the one tndictment and all its counts 
under which Judge Landis levied the 
fine of $29,240,000. 

If found guilty, Mr. Rockefeller could 
be fined not less than $1000 and impris- 
oned for whatever time the Juége might 
deem sufficient punishment. But there 
would have to be imprisonment, because 
the law says, “and imprisonment,” not 
“or imprisonment.’”” There would be no 
discretion of the Judge. He would have 
to impose imprisonment sentence, even 
if it was for only ten minutes, as Judge 
Munger once sentenced men found guil- 
ty of fencing in the public lands. 

How many indictments have beer 
brovght under State statutes cannot be 
ascertained here ut It is believed thet 
the number runs into the hundreds. N» 
State has provide as a.gh penalties as 
are specifie] in the interstate commerce 
law. In nearly all Stete statutes there 
is a provision forbidding a company 
once convicted remaining in business 
viithin the limits of the State. In Ohio 
the Valentine anti-trust law says ‘hat 
the company violating it shall be. dis- 
solved. 

The Usepartment of Justice has in 
course of preparation dozens of cases. 
The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor is «equally busy. It is no longer a 
secret ti.at the last mentioned depart- 
ment «xpects to have indictments re- 
turned in the Western District of New 
York which will contain about 70 
counts, and Western New York is not 
the only district in which they are at 
work. 

The one civil action against the trust 
at St. Louis is for the purpose of put- 
ting it out of business. Dissolution is 
prayed for in that bill becqguse the De- 
partment of Justice is not sure that they 
can put the company out of business by 
means of fines. Should the court at 
St. Louls order dissolution, «he ap- 
pointment of a receiver for it would fol- 
low, as a matter of course. 

But terriflying to the millionaires as 
is the mere mention of the amount of 
money that may be exacted in fines, the 
possobility of imprisonment must be 
even more terrifying. Assuming every 
count In every indictment fouyd by the 
jury at Chicago to be true, it means 
that at least two persons have laid 
theniselves liable to a minimum fine of 
$1000, a maximum of $20,000 and impris- 
cnment for not more than two years.

GOVERNMENT TO HELP STATES 
FIGHT GREAT LUMBER TRUST 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Assistance 
in bringing the Lumber -Trust to book 
will be given by the Federal Govern- 
ment to the attorneys-general of the 
States who will meet at St. Louis, Mo., 
next Monday for the purpose of com- 
bining to fight corporations in general 
and the Lumber Trust in particular. 
What is known as the National ILum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association of St. 
Louis is generally regarded by the Fed- 
eral Government as the Lumber Trust 
It is a combination of minor lumber as-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 9.—The at- 
torneys for Carey Snyder's first wife, 
who was married July 6, to Alert Wil- 
ams, in Detroit, Mich., threaten to 
bring suit in the Circuit Court to break 
the will of the late R. M. Snyder, who 
was tried and acquitted in St. Louis on 
the charge of boodiing in connection 
with the Central Traction hill, and who 
left an estate valued at $1,000,000. The 
will bequeathed only $100 to Carey Sny- 
der and $100 to his son, Stanley M. 
Snyder, the child of his first wife. 

Carey is dead and his widow, now 
Mrs. Williams, who had procured a 
divorce from him, says she and her son 
ere entitled to what would have been 
Carey’s share of the estate had he 
shared equally with the others. 

R. M. Snyder, it is said, spent $100,000 
on his wayward son, Carey. After the 
first wife had procured a divorce from 
Carey, R. M. Snyder gave her and the 
child $10,000, placing it in trust with the 
Fidelity Trust Co. It draws an in- 
come of $50 a month, which will be paid 
te Mra. Williams during her life, and 
at her death will fall to the son. 
‘When she was married to Williams 
she forfeited her right to act as curator 
for her son and the Probate Court ap- 
pointed Rees Turpin to the place. Mrs. 
Williams’ attorneys—Thompson, Sian- 
ley & Price—filed a motion in the Pro- 
bate Court yesterday morning, asking 
Judge Guinotte to discharge Turpin as 
curator and appoint Mrs. Williams’ 
mother, Mrs. Sophia A. Mott, who lives 
at $846 Wabash avenue, Attorney Stam 
ley said on the witness stand:

Vandiver Declares All Fraternal 
Societies Must Reduce Their 
Expenses. 





Superintendent W. D. Vandiver of the 
State Insurance Department sald to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Jefferson City 
today that the sending of the names of 
four’ insurance companies of St. Louis 
{In the hands of the Attorney-General 
Thursday for action to revoke their H- 
censes Was but the beginning of a cru- 
sade to compel fraternal insurance or- 
ganizations to reduce their expenses. 

No action will be taken in the cases of 
the four companies reported to the At- 
torney-General until the return of At- 
torney-General Hadley to his office next 
week. The Attorney-General has been 
in Colorado for several weeks, but will 
take up the insurance matters immedi- 
ately upon his return. 

F’. H. Pickrell, representing the Royal 
Fraternal Union, one of the companies 
reported by the insurance superintend- 
ent to be spending too much money for 
management, visited Superintendent 
Vandiver Friday morning and protested 
against his company being reported to 
the Attorney-General. He asked that 
the action. be withdrawn, but Superin- 
tendent Vandiver refused to comply with 
the request. 

Awaits Opinion. 

Superintendent Vandiver will take no 
steps to revoke the licenses of the com- 
panies now under fire until he receives 
the opinion of the Attorney-General on 
his legal rights. 

“The law covering fraternal organiza- 
tions is exceedingly weak,’’ said Mr. 
Vandiver, “and I am not certain just 
what we can accomplish. We shall take 
advantage of everything in the law for 
the protection of members off these or- 
ganizations and do all we can to com- 
yel them to conduct the business for the 

enefit of the members. 

‘‘All of the larger and better known 
of the fraternal organizations are ap- 
parently in good condition and no ad- 
verse reports concerning them are be- 
ing received at my office.’’ 

The companies already reported to 
the Attorney-General are the Royal 
Fraternal Union, the American Benevo- 
lent Association, the Fraternal Bankers 
of America and the Mercantile Town 
Mutual Insurance Co. In the first three 
named companies, the charge made by 
Supt. Vandiver is that they are man- 
aged for the benefit of the officers in- 
stead of for the mempers. In the case 
of the Mercantile Town Mutual, Supt. 
Vandiver says, there Is $43,000 of assets 
unaccounted for. 

Vandiver Criticized, 

A. S. Burdeau, manager of agencies 
for the American Benevolent Associa- 
tion, expressed indignation Friday at 
Supt. Vandiver’s action in including that 
company among those reported to the 
Attorney-General. ! 

“Our company has a surplus of $465,- 


000 after paying all claims,” said Mp. 
Burdeau, “and after paying all con- 
tested claims, too. Last year we paid 
out $77,000 in claims and our expenses 
were less than $60,000. So there is ab- 
solutely no application to our company 
of the criticism that some companies 
pay out $3 in expenses to $1 in claims. 

“The fact is that Vandiver is simply 
trying to make a hit withthe public to 
immortalize himself at our expense. He 
is known to be opposed to fraternal so- 
cieties. His examiner remarked when 
he last visited us that he thought our 
expenses were too high for a fraterna] 
society. But we think they are not. Our 
society has been in business 12 years 
and has peid out a half million dollars 
in claims. Attorney BE. 8. Puller has 
gone to Jefferson City to present our 
view of the matter to Mr. Vandiver. 
That is the only action we have 
taken."’ . 

‘We have taken no action in response 
to Supt. Vandiver’s declaration against 
us,” said W. T. Barnes, secretary of 
the Fraternal Bankers’ Association. 
“Our books will show that our expenses 
are not extravagant. In the last six 
months, I admit, we paid out more for 
expenses than for claims, but it was

and nearby hamlets are at a high 
pitch of excitement over the practices 
of a man and a woman who call them- 
selves field missionaries of the ““Apos- 
tolic Faith.”’ 

Threats of death have been made 
against the apostles. The house in 
which they are today is guarded by of- 
ficers from Greenwich. Their big tent 
was dragged to the ground iast night 
and the torch applied, and threats to 
burn them in the house in which they 
took refuge were made by more than 
300 farmers and their families, 

Three mothers, who volunteered as 
spies, stood outside the windows of a 
iiouse where a midnight seance was 
being geld. They reported that they 
saw girls, women and men on the floor, 
apparently helpless. ‘These devotees 
were argused, the mothers reported, by 


their hands and snapped their fingers. 

The missionaries describe themselves 
as Brother Adolph de Rosa, a Portu- 
guese who has been successively a 
Catholic priest and a Methodist minis- 
ter; and Sister Lucy M. Leatherman, an 
attractive widow, formerly a mission- 
ery in the Holy Land. " 

The nightly services were concluded, 
until the burning of the tent, by what 
was known as a ‘“‘seance of the strange 
tongues.’’ Walter Birdsall of Pember- 
wick, who participated in -sxveral of 
the seances and who is now under the 
care of physicians, described today toa 
F’ost-Dispatch man his sensations while 
the missionaries were holding sway. 


His Strange Experience. 

felt a strange, sweet thrill go 
through my entire body and being... I 
heard a still, small voice say, ‘I am 
come.’ My voice said, ‘Glory be.’ The 
muscles of my limbs, arms, hands and 
neck all moved and jerked, and such 
a wondrous joy filled me I had no 
words to express it. Then the muscles 
of my throat twitched and my tongue 
began moving and I began talking in 
an unknown tongue. I was told later 
it was the Indian tongue. I haye 
spoken in more than one tongue since 
then.

I was on the floor with other 
girls and women and men when I woke 
up. De Rosa said he was casting the 
devils out of me. 

Jennie Lowrie said she did not obey 
the command to look into De Rosa’s 
eyes, and was not placed under his in- 
fluence. 

The power which De Rosa and Mrs. 
Leatherman exerted over their audi- 
ences aroused the alarm of parents. 


Walter Birdsall became known as the 
most devout convert. His wife and his 
mother became alarmed. The cry of 
‘‘witchcraft’” was heard in the ham- 
lets by this time. When Birdsall had 
not returned home at 1 a. m., his wife 
went to the Wood cottage, gained ad- 
mittance to the parlor and reached her 
husband’s side. 

“There were about fifteen persons of 
both sexes in the room,’’ Mrs. Bird- 
sall said today. ‘‘Most of them were on 
the floor in a helpless condition.

Two young persons meeting for 
the first time and becoming en- 
guged in less than twenty-four 
hours can be just as romantic as 
Jacob’s 14 years’ courtship of 
Rachel. 

For Dan Cupid to “step lUvely’”’ is 
typical of our age. 











falling into a sad state of neglect. 

Certainly the style of courtship has 
changed, as anyone who reads the signs 
of the times must perceive. But I dis- 
agree with Prof. Matthews when he 
says it has changed for the worse. 

In the hurry and bustle of modern 
life, certain ancient formulas of court- 
ship have in some instances been dis- 
carded altogether; in others, merely im- 
proved and simplified. 

Rapidity an Attribute. 

The greatest and most radical change 
is, of course, in the quickness with 
which the courtships of today are ac- 
complished. Automobiles, steam yachts 
and private cars, all the diverse par- 
aphernalia of speed, in fact, tend to 
lessen the period.of courtship, whereas 
a lover had formerly to journey weeks 
on horseback to call on the object of 
bis adoration and was constrained dur- 
ing long absences to write her lorg and 
dreary artificial love letters, today he 
can cross a continent in five days to 
be at her sire or condense the pent-up 
erdor of weeks of absenee in a 10-words- 
for-a-quarter telegram. 

Love-letter writing has become a lost 
art. Engaged couples and husbands and 
wives alike send their most burning 
thoughts by wire or wireless. 

Samples of Modern Haste. 

The rapid courtship of the times is re- 
flected accurately in its fiction. Con- 
sider the titles of two short stories I 
have read recently. wne was called “A 
Young Man in a Hurry,” the other “A 
Lady in Haste.’’ In both, two young 
persons met for the first time and be- 
came engaged in less than twenty-four 
hours. 

To Prof. Matthews these and similar 
instances jn every day’s news would 
seem less romantic than Jacob’s 14-year 
courtship of Rachel, for instance. To 
me, these condensed courtships seem 
the most typical of our age. 

Bernard Shaw makes the young dent- 
ist hero of “You never can tell’ say 
that the new-fashioned woman is much 
easier to win than the old, and that in 
three minutes’ conversation a man 
would reach a point it would have taken 
him three months’ to attain with the 
old-fashioned variety. 

Certainly the modern girl has a ten- 
dency to abbreviate courtship by strip- 
ping it of the fantastic frills of the ro- 
mantic love Prof. Matthews is mourn- 
ing, for formerly it took a threervolume 
novel to bring any well-conducted hero 
and heroine to the altar. Now, 1500 
words of moonlight and a fast-speeding 
motor are deemed quite sufficient to con- 
vey any young couple of fact or fiction 
from introduction to marriage. 

Cupid Should Be Up-to-Date. 

Yet is the situation appaling for all 
that? Why should not Cupid keep pace 
with the times and benefit by all the 
many time-conquering inventions of the 
heur? 

Love and courtship are changing as 
everything else is changing, but, as in 
éverything else, it seems to me the new 
is better than the old. 

No man has time to serve 14 years for 
a woman today except he be of the 
variety that gets so many years off for 
good behavior. Besides, why should he 
waste his heart for 14 years when 14 
days would do? 

Common sense and courtship are rAt 
irreconcilable. The new courtship de- 
cried by Prof. Matthews brings them to- 
gether. One is no less unhappy sighing 
to be married than sighing to be unmar- 
ried. 

And that’s all the difference there 1s 
between the old style protracted court- 
ship and the new rapid-transit matri- 
mony. It really doesn’t matter whether 
the sigh comes fn, and the new court- 
ship is merely a sign of the times.

New Dramshop Statute Has Section 
Capable of Different 
Constructions. 





Saloon keepers who have read the 
Humphrey law, which becomes effective 
in Missouri next Monday, are anxious 
to know what construction Excise Com- 
missioner Mulvihill will put on Section 
2992A, which declares that “license to 
keep a dramshop at the place desig- 
nated in the application therefor shall 
not authorize any sale of intoxicating 
liquors at any other place for any period 
of time whatsoever.”’ 

If this provision is interpretéd to mean 
that a saloon keeper shall be permitted 
to hold only one license it will compel 
a great,many dramshops to discontinue

KILLED HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF

48,000,000 miles from this planet, hurling 
the comet back into limitless space to 
menace other planets. 


Ashamed of Its Tail. 


Daniel’s comet is still ashamed of its 
tail, for the most powerful telescopes 
have failed to discover the caudal ap-, 
pendage carried by these energetic no- 
mads. Father Charrippin declares that 
the comet certainly possesses a tail. 
He expects his observations to find the 
vapory gas streamer, but says it will 
not be discernable to the naked eye. 

When the comet arrives at perhelion, 
which is to say the point of resistance 
it meets nearest its approach to the 
sun, it will turn its tail between its 
legs, carrying that gaseous plumage in 
front of it as it recedes again. 


Freak of All Comets. 


“This is a freak performed by all 
comets,” said Father Charrippin. “No 
astronomer has ever been able to give 
ai. explanation of the phenomena. Why 
a comet should race toward the sun, 
with its tail in the natural position of 
a tail, and then race away with the 
cloud of vapor in front is a mystery. 

“The comet is just now in the vicinity 
of the star Aldebaran, which fs the eye 
of the constellation, Bull. It has al- 
ready passed through the pleiadies and 
is nearer the Hyades, @ smaller cluster 
of stars forming another part of the 
Lull. 

Though this comet will not scart- 
fy the heavens as will the comet 
which arrives within 25,000,000 miles 
of the earth during November of 1910, 
This comet is not a tramp. It fol- 
lows a well ordered orbit in the shape 
of an ellipse. Its orbit is 72 years 
in length of travel. It has an enor- 
mous tail which may be seen by the 
naked eye. 

Comet’s Tail Invisible, 


“The difference between 25,000,000 
miles and 47,000,000 miles in distance 
to the earth is sufficient to make the 
present tramp pale into insignificance 
so far as lay observation is concerned. 
The present comet is only of special 
interest to astronomers who have the 
advantage of the most powerful in- 
struments. I doubt whether the tail 
or this comet can be seen to great ad- 
vantage even through a telescope. 


Father Charrippin has not yet learned 
whether Daniel's discovery is perform- 
ing a perobola or a hydrobola, two ec- 
centric courses followed by heavenly 
hoboes. The difference between these 
itineraries is so slignt that nothing less 
than a geometrician would appreciate 
them. 

When the head of the tramp first ap- 
pears astronomers begin computing the 
curve of the comet’s course by setting 
up a base line, using either the earth 
and the sun as the terminals of the 
line or St. Louis and Paris, for  in- 
stance, if two astronomers agree to sel 
up their angles of measurement ait 
either point. The acute point of the 
angle would. be placed on some fixed 
star. Arriving at the celestial distance 
by the computation of the two angles 
results in the kind of curve and tiie 
velocity of the comet. 


Getting Fine Photographs. 


Father Charrippin is interested in 
the photographs of the Daniels comet 
made by Prof. E. E. Bernaré of che, 
Yerkes Observatory at Lake Geneva, 
Wis. The telescope through which 
the comet is being photographed has 
been altered from its movement with 
the stars to move with the stranger. 
The defiection of the telescope tube 
in one night is 80 pronounced as to 
give an idea of the rapidity with 
which the tramp 1s strolling through 
space.

LOOK OUT FOR A SHOWER 
OF STARS FRIDAY NIGHT 


Earth Passes Through Blazing 
Mass of Meteors for 

Ten Days.

The 
earth passes through this stream each 
August and draws to it such particles 
as come within the sphere of its. at- 
traction. The earth is about ten days 
in passing through the stream and in 
all of that time the meteors are fall- 
ing, but they fall thickest upon Aug. 
9. and 10.

Mr. Mulvilhill, who is not related to 
the Excise Commissioner, refuged to 
say what action would be taken by the 
Democratic party, as he could not speak 
for his associates. 

‘‘Personally,” he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Friday, ‘I don’t believe 
in depriving any individual of the right 
to seek public office.’’ 

Chairman Howe was more emphatic. 

‘‘We pay no attention to the demands 
of the Anti-Saloon League,”’ he said. “If 
we did so we might just as well turn 
our organization over to some private 
interest to be run as that interest sees 
fit. 

Not Run by Saloon Men. 


“It is the purpose of the Republican 
leaders to nominate the best nen for 
public office. The party is not now, 
and never will be, run by saloonkeep- 
ers. At the same time, we don’t pro- 
pose to eliminate anybody. 

“Our policy is to be impartial to all. 
The brewers and the franchise-seeking 
corporations have just as much right 
to name our nominees as has the Anti- 
Saloon League. 

“We are not prohibitionists. and we 
are not against the saloons when they 
are properly conducted.”’ 

Representatives of the Anti-Saloon 
League were conspicuous at Jefferson 
City during the regular and special ses- 
sions of the Legisiature, and claimed 
eredit for all the saloon legislation en- 
acted.

Albert Trapp Convicted of :Vagran- 
cy in City Hall Police 
Court. 








The first step in the punishment of 
the -“‘Bottoms Gang,” against which 
Chief of Police Creecy has declared war, 
was taken Friday in the City Hall Po- 
lice Court when Albert Trapp .of 1524 
North Elliot avenue, ga member lof the 
gang, was fined $100 on a charge of 
vagrancy. 

Trapp appealed to the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 

Nine other members of the gang asked 
continugnces of their cases to Satur- 
day, and this was granted. 

The men were arrested Aug. 2 in 
Delegate Frank Hussey’s Hibernia Club, 
2220 Olive street, after a series of fights 
between members of the gang and the 
police. 

The Hibernia Club has now disband- 
ed, but is still the loafing place of the 
gang. 

The vagrancy charge placed against 
the men is under a different ordinance 
from the “lounging’’ charge, under 
which one of them was dismissed Thurs- 
day in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. 

The clause of the vagrancy law mak- 
ing “lounging, standing and loafing” on 
the streets an offense has been declared 
unconstitutional. 

Attention was drawn to this Thursday 
when Thomas F. McTague, a member of 
the “Bottoms Gang,” was arraigned in 
the Court of Criminal Correction on ap- 
peal from a $50 fine by Judge Tracy in 
the City Hall Police Court. Judge Tay- 
lor dismissed him. Afterwards Judge 
Taylor went personally to Chief Creecy 
to explain the legal objection to the 
charge. Judge Taylor says he is as 
anxious to see the “Bottoms Gang”’ 
broken up as Chief Creecy is. 

Judge Taylor says the Supreme Court 
has repeatedly held that no man, of 
whatever character, can be punished 
merely for loafing, so long as he does 
not obstruct a sidewalk or violate some 
other law. He cites the case of a man 
named Meyers, sentenced te the Pent- 


tentiary for killing a policeman who 
tried to force him to leave a corner 
where he was loafing. This man was 
a police character, but the Supreme 
Court held that he had a right to lounge 
on the street, and reversed the lower 
court’s sentence.

and direct process between cause and e’- 
fect, between the discharge of energy 
and its reward. But when he comes 
to town it is his chief business not t 
conquer his environment, but to subordi- 
nate himself to it. To fit his activities 
to the conditions in which he finds him- | 
self—to obey the foreman in his factory: 
to manipulate prepared material which 
is placed in his hands. The appeal to his 
eye is complicated and trivial, the use 
of his muscles Is fussy and monotonous, 
the relation between cause and effect is 
remote and obscure. The entire process 
is a reversal of his country experience. 

We have a multitude of games founded 
upon religious festivals, upon war ard 
the chase, upon harvesting grain and 
treading the grapes; upon love making; 
upon trial by combat, upon the processes 
of primigfive industry. It would not be 
impossible to revive and develop these 
historical games info a tremendous pow- 
er for the very sort of recreaticn which 
a man living in an industrial city most 
needs. The marvel is that our stup!d 
attempt to put the fine old wine of tra- 
ditional country life into the new bot- 
tle of the modern town does not lead to 
disaster oftener than it does. The rest- 
less bounding boy and the young people 
whose love of pleasure is continual}y 
starved are the only ones who persistent- 
ly refuse to conform to the conditions 
of modern city life. Those few cities 
in the United States which spend more 
money for juvenile reform than for edu- 
cation are deservedly held in disrepute. 
Every city in the United States spends 
a hundredfold more money for juvenile’ 
reform than is spent in providing means 








of recreation, and none of us as yet sees 
the folly and shame of such a procedure.
